The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing the remarks filed on February 9, 2004, the claims were found to be allowable 
since no prior art could be found teaching or suggesting a tissue marker comprising a 
bioresorbable body comprising polylactic acid and polyglycolic acid, per claims 55 and 
61 .
